iT WAS PLAIN FROM THE START

A reporter arrived at the Canal street viaduct 
over Sixteenth street at about noon. At the 
south end he found two bodies of police, each 
about twenty-five strong. One was ia command 
of Lieut. Seavey and the other of Lieut. Valla- 
ban. The former was armed with rifies.

containing the prisoners, as the crowds in the 
side streets were very large and looked threat- 
ening. The pdlice were therefore arranged in 
piateons and the prisoners placed inthe middle. 
The eavalry and a number of Seavey’s mounted 
men deployed as skirmishers, and the rest of 
the horsemen brought up the rear. The ad- 
vunce guards cleared the sidewalks and forced 
the people along the line to shut their shutters, 
and then the procession moved slowly north- 
ward. Atthe south end of Halsted street via- 
duct there was a large and dangerous-looking 
mob congregated, and the procession had 
to come to a halt, as the skirmishers 
were unable to dislodge the mob. The prison- 
ers were left in charge of a strong guafd, and 
the rest of the force charged on the mob, a 
number of whom were badly treated in the en- 
cc unter, and several more prisoners were taken 
and added to the others. The procession again 
formed in the same order as before, but had to 
make several haits for the purpose of dispers- 
ing mobs. At Fourteenth street there was an-

What might with propriety be called the camp 
headquarters of the police and military in the 
field were located at the West Twelfth Street 
Station. The writer reached the station about 
10:45 a. m., half an hour after the termination 
of the row outside the Turner-Hall, and while 
the Haisted street fight was in full operation.

THE ARRIVAL OF THE MILITARY 
enthused the police with new vigor, and men 
who but a moment before had been stagweriug 
under their exhaustion and the heat of the sun 
revived at the gleam of the bayonet crossing 
Twelfth street bridge. Those who were fighting 
the mob remained where they were all day. 
Sergeant Brennan’s detachment of the Lake 
street squad and afew specials being the only 
men left at the station in case of an emergency, 
or ap attack upon the station to release the 
prisoners. Once at about 1:30 o’clock a mob 
numbering several hundred came up Newberry 
avenue and Brown streets evidently 

THREATENING THB STATION. 

But upon reaching Twelfth street, they were 
astounded to find the military in line on the 
street near Halsted. The police and a few of 
Daly’s cavalry, made & sortie, and in the twink- 
ling of an eye, the mob was nowhere to be seen. 
But their spies kept hanging about gleaning 
from acquaintances what they could concerning 
the arrangements being made by the police and 
military for their warm reeeption that evening. 
The greatest efforts Were made by friends and 
relatives of those being arrested by the police to 
either see tnem or furnish bail. In no case was 
this allowed. Prokop Hudeck, Communist. 
showed up fora while, but received s0 cool a 
reception and so many threats that he was glad 
to retire. 

Relays of police made constant communica- 
tion with the scene of the riot and the station, 
by means of express-wagons, and in this way 
tne police made short work of the ringleaders of 
the mob. Officers Twohey, and Lacey, and 
Dain did hereulean work in this respect, the 
former two

Up to 5 o’clock some thirty or forty were 
brought to the station, but for lack of accom- 
modation, were sent to the other stations—some 
to the Armory, some to the Madison Street 
Station, some to the County Jail, and all of the 
late-comers to the sub-stations. Not afew of 
them were bleeding from wounds received from 
the officers’ maces, as the crowd in nearly every 
instance attempted to prevent arrests. In 
nearly every instance, however, the policé were 
successful. The cavalry also brought in a 
goodly number of men. 

THEIR METHOD OF ARREST 
was a new one to the crowd, and greatly en- 
raged them, so that they ultimately leit the 
making of an arrest to the police, while 
they brought up the rear aud pre 
vented the mob from assailing the police. 
A surgeon was in attendance, and at- 
tended those who were badly injured, but 
these did not count up very rapidly. Indeed, 
the treatment given the mob by the police 
seems unusually mild and merciful. None were 
cruelly beaten. 
INDIVIDUAL CASES OF RIOT 

were frequent, and the officers paid especial at- 
tention to such as were by speeches inciting the 
mob, and u them on to violence. Olsen 
and Sullivan, two cantankerous Communists, 
improvised a platform at the Quincy House, 
near the Canal street viaduct, and regaled the 
crowd with an imaginative account of what the 
strikers were doing in other cities. Officers 
Twohey and Lacey, after a determinefl fight, 
cleaned them out, and brought both to the lock- 


up.

THE STOCK-YARDS MOB. 
ROUTED AT HALSTED-STREBT BRIDGE. 

One of the most terrille, audacious, and up- 
reasonable mobs yesterday was started early in 
the morning about the Steck-Yards. The pack- 
ing-house men were intamidated, driven from 
work, and forved to joia the gang, which moved 
north about 10 o’clock. It was one of those 
seeming impromptu gatherings which have been 
go numerous the past few days. It was bent on 
mischief, and had been arranged to join in a 
yrand pitched battle with the police and sol- 
dierv up on Halsted street, near the viaduct. 

The mob started north, the intention being to 
form a junction with the mob about the luinber 
district at the corner of Halsted street and 
Archer avenue, with a view to either crossing 
the Halsted street bridge or continuing the 
march along the avenue as circumstances might 
(lictate. The mob was preceded by two persons 
bearing a device, 

““WORKINGMEN’S RIGHTS,” 

and every step was made witha grand hurrah 
and the wildest demonstrations. Along the 
march the mob bad no respect for persons or 
property, and while there was asecming want 
of unanimity and harmony, and a disposition on 
the part of many to desert the ranks, the side- 
walks were literally stripped, and thus 
it was by the use of coercive measures that the 
mob was swelled in size, and that its lack of har- 
mony was constantly added to. The street-cars 
along the avenue were stopped as they were 
inet, and in some instances the drivers and con- 
(luctors were roughly handied. The stores had 
taken the precaution to close ahead of the mob, 
else the loss would have been great. As it was, 
the damage to property by the throwing of 
stones and the smashing of signs was considera- 
ble. The leaders were resolute, determined 
taen, and the mob itself was armed to the teeth. 
Coming from the slaughter-houses, the men had 
the butcher’ gambrels for clubs, their massive 
knives to cut their way through any 
obstacle to their march, and their 
pockets were filled wing rocks gathered 
along the road. They were desperate in 
the extreme, and distinguishable from the other 
tuobs waich have grown up for several days past 
to be as readily mae ny” by their brawny, mus- 
¢ular appearance. They were men in every sense 
of the word, and, as the sequence proves, were 
brave and daring, and scattered terror in their 
way. 

They reached the corner of Halsted ana 
Archer avenue about 10:40 o’clock, and were re-

That the 
effort in that behalf should involve some 
bloodshed and scores of cracked skulls is not 
unnatural. The simple fact that blood was 
shed and skulls were cracked proves the 
determination of the authorities to save the 
city from the sorrow and horror of a general 
uprising.

In the meantime the existence of society 
demands that this temporary supremacy of 
the mob shall be destroyed. Common safety 
depends on social order. No mechanic or 
professional man, no laborer or merchant, no 
railroad officer or workman in any capacity 
who earns a living by honest labor, and who 
has a family or kindred, can hope to 
compete, in the absence of law, with the 
criminal class, or the idle, worthless, and 
dissolute. There is nothing in common, 
either of, taste or interest, between this mob 
and the men who work 80 laboriously upon 
the railways, and yet the mob, the Commun- 
ists who oppose all labor, have taken posses. 
sion of this strike, and by their villainous 
proceedings are covering it all over with in- 
famy. The man who takes the law in his 
hand assumes the consequences, and if this 
strike has lost the sympathy of the people, 
it is due to the fact that the criminal class, 
the mob, the Communistic faction, have of- 
fered violence to everything which the Amer- 
ican people hold dear and sacred. 

The first thing to be done is to overcome 
this mob and re-establish the authority of the 
law. This done, the railroads must be put 
in motion. While there is a mob ruling the 
land, there can be no terms of compromise 
agreed upon betfreen the railroads and their 
workmen. With the railroads again in oper- 
atioi and the traffic renewed, the whole 
moral weight of the people will hold that 
railroad company criminal that refuses or 
withholds living wages from its workmen. 
The railroad men have it in their power to 
put an end to the mob which has disgraced 
their cause. Let them here in Chicago 
tender their services to the railroad 
companies as firemen, engineers, brake- 
men, switchmen, depot hands, clerks, 
and road men, and ask of the Mayor of 
this city and of the Governor of the State 


personal protection while they perform their 


duties. The law has recovered its authority; 
the Government has now at its command 
sufficient force to protect the loading, dis- 
charging, and running of trains; then, when 
the cause of the railroad men has been thus 
separated and distinguished from that of the 
mob, from that of the roughs and bullies, the 
cut-throats and thieves, then their appeal to 
the Americag people will not be in vain. 

But the mob must stop, and at once. 
There must be no more violence, no more 
outrages, mo more sacking of trains. The 
law must rule, and Governmental authority 
must be re-tstablished and recognized. 


PLAIN WORDS WITH STRIKERS. 

Self-preservation is the first law of life. 
This community has been compelled by 
stern necessity to recognize this fact, and 18 
now acting upon it. The insurrection in 
Chicago isa war against the bread of the 
people, upon the pretext of securing the 
rights of workingmen. The war in Chicago 
is no longer a war simply with railroad 
strikers, but with the mff-raff, the tramps, 
roughs, rowdies, thieves, vagabonds, and 
other elements that compose the Commune. 
They ave cutting off the city’s supply of pro- 
visions. They are forcing up the price of 
all kinds of produce. Farm and garden 
produce is rotting because it cannot get 
here. Chicago is to-day virtually in a state 
of siege because her communications with 
the country are cut off, while inside the 
limite the Commune has risen with purposes 
of murder and plunder. 

We have been drifting into the condi- 
tion of Paris during the reign of the 
Commune, and it may be of significant 
interest to briefly consider that reign and its 
results.

Central Railroad Companies have re-estab-

If the 
railroad men will not work on these roads, 
the Government will find plenty of men to 
man all these trains and find plenty of force 


REBELLION ? 

What remained of the fallacy of State 
Sovereignty has been completely exploded by 
the suspension of business and the scenes of 
disorder and violence that have spread 
throughout the country. The inefficiency 
and weakness of State Governments in strug- 
gling against a concerted uprising of the 
mob classes have been abundantly demon- 
strated. The very first to appeal for the in- 
tervention and. protection of the General 
Government were two Democratic Governors 
of two Southern States, whose boast has 
been inviolable independence, self-control, 
and sovereignty. Other Governors waited 
till the weakness of the focal organizations 
became more evident. Some of them, like 
the Indiana Butternut, hold aloof while their 
Statedaws are being trampled under foot, 
and their citizens intimidated and 
ruined. But everywhere a like feeling 
of security and hope is found among 
the people. They have faith in the strength 
of the National Government, and in its abil- 
ity to deal with emeutes or insurrections of 
any kind. This confidence and respect are 
felt by all classes of law-and-order people, 
and it is feared by the criminal and lawless 
classes. | 

Now it is a serious question whether mob 
violence throughout the country has not as- 
sumed the shape of a rebellion which it is 
the duty of the General Government to put 
down and punish if it goes any further. 
Certainly in the States where a call has al- 
ready been made for national intervention, 
those who continue in revolt against the 
laws and the public peace array themselves 
in defiance of national authority. In many 
instances the property assaulted is under the 
guardianship of the United States, such as 
railroads in the hands of Receivers appointed 
by the Federal Courts. In other cases assaults 
have been made upon the United States 
revenue, as when some distilleries of Chi- 
cago were forced by the mob to suspend work, 
thereby robbing the Government of the 
tax that would accrue on the product. So, 
in other instances, the United States mail 


, service, one of the most essential branches of 


the Government, has been forcibly inter- 
rupted by preventing the railroads from run- 
ning their passenger-trains. But in all cases, 
and throughout the main portion of all the 
territory embraced within the jurisdiction of 
the United States Government, business has 
been violently suspended, the inter-State 
relations of citizens of the United States have 
been cut off by intimidation and assault, and 
the peaceful pursuit of life and livelihood— 
the great aim of all Government—has been 
menaced and interrupted. Does not all this 
constitute a rebellion against the United 
States Government ? 

There is another view of the case. The 
Supreme Court of the United States has de- 


suggested in fact by a similar though not so 
extended a disturbance of railroad traffic 
last year in New England. It was supported 
by Democrats ag well as Republicans, by the 
farmers as well as the city members, and it 
was passed to be enforced. Are the or, 
Sheriffs, Grand Juries, and Courts to t 
it to be a dead-letter at the very first, and when 
its enforcement 1s more imperative than it 
may ever be again? The law is directed 


especially against those who undertake to 


stop the business of the people by breaking 
down the railroad traffic of the State. It 
provides for the punishment by a fine of 
$200 and imprisonment in the County Jail 
for three months of every person who will- 
fully and maliciously intimidates, impedes, 


individual business in the State; and the 
law especially and in significant tern 
applies this prohibition to the obstruc- 
tion of any locomotive, engine, freight, 
or passenger trains. This law has 
been deliberately violated by every man who 
has assisted the mob in uncoupling cars, run- 
ning engines into tound-houses, ordering off 
other employes, stoning cars and passengers, 
forcing operatives to quit work by menace, or 
otherwise intimidating and obstructing the 
business of the people, including that of 
Chicago and other cities in Illinois, which 
has been brought to a stand-still. 

The law is explicit and broad enough to 
cover all our present troubles, and to punish 
the men who have been terrifying the com- 
munity since last Sunday. Now, why is it 
not enforced? Why is it that no steps have 
been taken to enforce it? The Sheriff may 
summon a posse comitatus of thousands of 
citizen to assist him in the fulfillment of 
sworn duty. The Grand Jury should be in 
session, to bring in indictments against the 
law-breakers as rapidly as they can be appre- 
hended, and there can be no great trouble 


in apprehending them when they are so well 


known and so bold in their unlawful opera- 
tions. Here is an ty for the Gov- 
ernor and his hundred Sheriffs to do some- 
thing. Let the station-houses, the armories, 
the bridewell, the jail, and even temporary 
houses of detention, be filled with the unlaw- 
ful obstructionists of the milroad business of 
the people of Illinois, and the ruffians who 
are intimidating workmen of all kinds from 
pursuing their regular avocations. Let the 
posse be large enough to guard those who are 
arrested from rescue, and the bail be fixed at 
a figure where they will be likely to be de- 
tained in default of finding it. The Govern- 
or should instruct the local officials to this 
effect while the law is notoriously disregard- 
ed at the very time it ought to be enforced
